Thai policeman linked to

SAIGON (AP). — The suitcase 
bomb that destroyed a Cathay Pa- 
clic Airways jetliner over South 
Vietnam on June 15 was amuggled 
aboard the plane in Bangkok by a 
man wearing a police official's uni- 
form, aviation sources said on Wed- 
nesday. 

A, little more than an hour after 
leaving Bangkok on a flight to 
Hong Kong, the Convair 880 ex- 
ploded at 29,000 feet over Vietnam's 
Central Highlands, killing all 71 pas- 
sengers and 10 crew members. 
Sources close to the crash inveati- 
gation, who earlier disclosed the find- 
ing that 2a bomb had been res- 
ponsible, identified the luggage as 
being delivered in the name of Miss 
Somwang Promprim, one of the 36 
passengers who boarded at Bangkok. 

The sources said the aircraft was 
loaded and ready to depart when the 
man in a police uniform came 
aboard with the suitcase and put it 
under Miss Somwang’s seat.. ‘The 
ground stewardesses and some 
others recalled him because he 
created a disturbance about where 
she was to sit. He forced them to 
give her a different seat.” The 
sources also said the police uniform

MONTREAL (AP). — Air Canada 
announced on Tuesday that it has 
dectded to cancel the four options it 
hokis for the Anglo-French Concorde 
supersonic jetliner.

Most Israelis in Canada

Of the 22,000 former Israelis liv- 
ing in Canada, 64 per cent have re- 
quired assistance fxom the Canadian 
Government, Sixteen per cent of 
these received welfare. 


These statistics are cited in the 
current issue of the quarterly ma- 
gazine "Betfutsot Hagole,” published 
by the Zionist Organization’s De- 
partment of Organization and Infor- 
mation. 

The report, compiled by Adam 
Ackerman, notes that 12,000 Israelis 
emigrated to Canada before 1964. 
In the two years of the recession, 
1964-65, 7,000 more emigrated. In 
the five years since the Six Day 
War, 2,500 have emigrated. In 1970, 
for the first time, more persons 
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emigrated to Israel from Canada 
than vice-versa — 1200 vs. 500. 

Only 10 per cent of the Israeli 
emigres were born in Israel, Fifty- 
two per cent cited economic reasons 
for their move. Another 18 per cent 
attributed the move to the security 
situation in the Middle East. The 
remainder cited political or social 
eonditions in Israel. As to whether 
they would consider returning to Is- 
rael, 56 of 100 persons interview- 
ed said they would never return, 10 
per cent said they would and the 
remainder said they would, if they 
would receive incentives, such as im- 
migrants’ housing rights.

Neumann, has withstood the pressure that followed the public stand 
taken by the group. Giora Neumann has spent more than six months 
in military jail. Now, having completed his fifth prison term he 
faces trial before a Military Tribunal for refusing induction. His 
requests for alternative civilian service have been repeatedly rejected 
by the Israeli military authorities. If convicted, he will face the 
possibility of a lengthy prison sentence,*

Trial of Croatian 
students opens 


BELGRADE (Reuter), — Four for- 
mer Croatian student leaders went 
on trial in Zagreb Wednesday charg- 
ed with plotting to separate the 
Croatian Republic from the Federal 
Yugoslav State by force, Belgrade 
radio reported, 


It is the first of a series of major 
political trials that follow the crisis 
in Yugoslavia’s second biggest re- 
public last December over Croatian 
nationalism and separatism.

SYMPOSIUM TOLD ON LAST DAY: 


‘Sex education should be 
based on pleasure principle’

TEL AVIV. — Sex education in the 
future should be developed on the 
basis of the “pleasure principle,” 
Dr. Emanuel Chigier, director of me- 
dical services at Youth Aliya and 
secretary of the First International 
Symposium on Sex Education, said 
yesterday, shortly before the Sym- 
posinm ended its four day's discus- 
sions. 

But pleasure in sex, Dr. Chigier 
warned, should not be limited to the 
actual physical act — which in it- 
self demands a considerable degree 
of physical and emotional maturity 
— but to the continuing development 
of sex as an emotional and sesthetic 
experience,

“Casual sex can be compared to a 
person who drinks seawater to 
quench his thirst,” she said, ‘His 
thirat will not be quenched —on the 
contrary, it will grow and grow. But 
sublimating the sexual drive leads 
to the development of other emotions 
— spiritual ones — and creativity 
in the spheres of literature, poetry, 
art and other fields.” 

Prof, Lester A. Kirkendall of Ore- 
gon State University called for a 
Tedefinition of the “uses” of sex, 
noting that it was no longer meant 


only for procreation, but for “play 
and pleasure,” and mainly “as 2 
means of deep emotional communi- 
eation between two persons.” But, 
he said, a promiscuous person, whe- 
ther man or woman, “is not a great 
lover, but a poor lover; a person star- 
ved forlove,a person deprived of 
love, who cannot obtain from ope 
partner the warmth and under- 
standing he or she needs.” 

Prof, J. H. Medalie of Tel Aviv Unl- 
versity Medical Schoo} noted that to- 
day's physician is looked upon as 8 
source of information on sexual in- 
structions — yet the modern phy- 
sician was woefully unprepared to 
give help. “The only knowledge they 
have on the subject,” he said, “is 
what they obtained from their own 
personal experience. Very few doc- 
tors receive any instruction during 
medical school in this vital subject.” 

RESOLUTIONS 
The Symposium resolved that: 

“Sex education is a life-long

"Sex is an essential and enjoy- 
able part of human life.” 

e@ “In sex education attention 
should be given to all forms of 

sexual outlets.” 

e Training in sex education 
should be part of the regular 

school curriculum for teachers, phy- 

sicians, nurses and other profession- 

als working in the field of human 

relations.” 

A petition was circulated by the 
delegates — mainly among schocl- 
teachers — calling on the Israel 
Minister of Education to introduce 
Sex education in the school eurricu- 
tum. Several hundred have reported- 
ly signed it already.

Trial publicity 
should be ‘kept

Prof. Hirai, who addressed a meet- 
ing of the Lebour Party's profes- 
sionals group, said the Embassy 
would not be directly Involved in 
the trial but would render tranala- 
tion services and‘ report on it to 
the Japanese government. He be- 
lieved Okamoto wished to be sen- 
tenced to death in Israel because 
that would “in his opinion complete 
his mission,” and “make him 8 
hero.” g

éd about how to die than how to 
live, and did not fear God but ra- 
ther what other people would think 
of their behaviour. He thought that

TEL AVIV. — ‘Transport Minister 
Shimon Peres said yesterday that 
but for the U.S., Israel would have 
been engaged in a “bloody, disas- 
trous and endless war’ with the 
Arabs. Mr. Peres was ing at 
a July Fourth reception held by the 
Israel-America Society at the Dan 
Hotel here. Mr. Peres said that for 
all the investment made by the 
Russians, their presence in Egypt 
was far from being secure. “Be- 
tween driving the Israelis beck 
from Sinai and squeezing the Rus- 
sians out of Egypt, priority might 
go to the latter,” he said. Without 
the ‘American presence, the Middle 
East might have become a Soviet 
sphere, said Mr. Peres. 

Mr. Peres paid tribute to U.S. 
ambassador Walworth Barbour, “a 
beloved person and a great am- 


bassador,” who was “a real institu-- 


tion in the landscape of Israel.” 
Mr. Barbour, replying, said the 
U.S. and Israel had in common 
their wish for peace forall peoples.
